The Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that the Examiner's interpretation of Schell et al. in not a reasonable interpretation. For the same reasons 
presented on item 6a of the previous Office Action, the Examiner maintains that the recitation in claims 1 & 9 that "the first and second 
part of the magnetic system extend entirely across the pair of portions of the coil system" is broad and has been interpreted by the 
Examiner as being anticipated by Figure 26 of Schell et al. For example, as noted in item 6a of the previous Office Action, elements 2-22 
& 2-24 extend entirely in the Y direction across the pair of portions of element 2-20, i.e., element 2-24 has a length in the Y direction that 
is longer than a length of the top portion of element 2-20 also in the Y direction. Furthermore, as another interpretation, a height of 
element 2-24 in the 2 direction is greater than a height of element 2-20 also in the 2 direction. Therefore, the rejections of claims 1-20 are 
maintained.
